had narrow escaxses from catastrophes. 


"Three days ago I Lt-ard of a particu- 


larly rough and dangerous road. 'Guess 
I'll have to go there my.-.elf,' I said to 
one of my supuriateniieuts. T'd seaid 
-—- (naming oae of my chauffeurs), but 
I don't think his nervy is good.' 


"That was an unfortunate remark.

SCHWAB'S OCEAN RESORT. 


Musolino, the condemned Italian bri- 


gand is starving himself to death. 


Steel Mnsrnnte Orders n Bont to Con- 


vey Children to His Bcncb. 


Down at Richmond Beach, Statcn Is- 


land, Charles M. Schwab, the steel 
magnate, has begun the great work of 
grading and remodeling the grounds 
Which he proposes to use as a picnick- 
ing locality for poor children, s-jtjs the 
New York World. The work will not be 
completed until next year. 


• There are already many buildings 
scattered about the beach which wih 
be repainted and repaired and allowed 
to remain. In addition to those, Mr. 
Schwab proposes to build many com- 
modious structures for the accommoda- 
tion of the great army of youngsters 
whom he will entertain next summer. 


There will be free merry go rounds, 


free swings, free ball grounds, free 
Punch and Judy shows, free red lem- 
onade and an enormous free dining 
room, 'N here at the proper signal 1,000 
youngsters can feed to their utmost 
capacity. 


Architect .Charles A. Plait is design- 


ing this. Mr. Schwab, in tiis plans for 
the entertainment of the poor children, 
has not forgotten a building large 
enough to accommodate 1,000 young- 
sters as a play resort upon rainy days. 
While Mr. Platt is working upon the 
details of the alterations to be made 
in Richmond Beach a special steam- 
boat is being planned at the Crescent 
shipyards by Mr. Lewis Nixon. 


This boat is to have a carrying ca- 


pacity of 3,000 persons, but Mr. Schwab 
does not propose to entertain over l.yoo 
children at a time. All the machinery 
will be under glass, where the passen- 
gers can see it. 


Mr. Schwab's sole object in this char- 


itable enterprise is to give a good time 
to healthy, cleanly children. In his 
charitable project Mr. Schwab has call- 
ed into consultation representatives of 
many of the charitable organizations 
of New York, the board of education 
and the parochial schools. It is ex- 
pected that the remodeling of the beach 
will be completed early this fall and 
that it will be ready for the children by 
next Nlay.
